jealously-preserved Colour bears the Cross 
of the Legion d’Honneur, the Medaille 
Militaire, and the Croix de Guerre. Here 
it is of interest to note that the Foreign 
Leyion had the distinction heing the 
first regiveént belonging to the French 
Army to be awarded the Legion d’Honneur 
in the Great War. This distinction 
entitles all ranks to wear the '“ feurraqeére 
rouge ” (a red cord which is worn round 
the shoulder to denote the award of the 
decoration).

One of the many 
preserved in this regimental sanctuary was 
particuiarily significant, and not without 
pathos—namely the bolt of a service riile 
(Martini-Henri pattern),- which bears a 
tale of absolute heroism and devotion to 
duty. An inscription states that the bolt 
was found concealed in the clothes of the 
dead hody of Lezionnaire —— in Morocco, 


in 1903. Being the last snivivor of an 
outpost which was surrounded by hostile 
Rifhans. and having expended all his 


ammunition, he hid the bolt of his rifle, 
thus rendering it useless to the enemy, 
before meeting his death. Thus his last 
thoughts were of duty. With such 
examples as this to inspire them. is it anv 
wonder that the Foreign Legion has the 
reputation of being a corps d’elite ? 
Knlistment into the ranks of the Foreign 
Legion is entirely voluntary. Before en- 
listing a recruit has-only to produce a 
medical certificate of physical fitness, a 
name, iand an age anywhere between 
eighteen and forty follow as a matter of 


form. No questions are askei nor are 
any investigations made regarding the

Morocco the Legion was made a compact 
force of cll arms by the addition of its 
own artillery, and a pioneer battalion. 
To-day the total strength of the corps 
musters approximately eighteen thousand. 
The Legion has two permanent stations, 
which are both located in Algeria, one 
being at Sidi-Bel-Abbes, and the other at 
Saida. Here the recruits, or “les Bleus,”’ 
as they are styled in the French Army, 
who have usual'y been enlisted either at 
Patis or Marseilles, learn the rudiments 
of their profession under a _ discipline 
which is by no means more exacting than 
that prevailing in our Brigad> oi Guards. 

The Foreign Legion is a that 
demands particularly able officers, and it 
is interesting to note that its officers are 
selected from the most successful candi- 
dates at Saint Cyr and the other French 
Military schools. Commissions are 
cranted from the ranks for distinguished 
service in the field. Tact and the faculty 
of understanding human nature

It must be 
remembered that the officer án the Foreign 
Legion is not dealing with conscripts for 


a few years, but with men who serve for 


an engagement of five years, with the 
option of re-engaging for two further 
periods of five vears each. A few of the 
““hardest-hitten toughs’’ have heen known 
to remain with the colours up to the 
maximum of fifteen years. The N.C.O.’s 
are invariably found from amongst those 
legionnaires who have previous!y served as 
officers or N.C.O.’s in other armies. 


IN THE GREAT WAR. 


As in all armies, the first months of a 
recruit’s service are most exasperating. 
During this period he is disciplined and 
hardened on the barrack squa.e by drill 
instructors of the calibre of Martinet, 
Louis XIV’s famous disciplinarian, whose 


very name has enriched the English 
language. Once, however, a legionary has 
proved himself }roficient at his duties, 


privileges are at once extended to him, 
including leave to France. A soldier of 
the Legion was.returning to Algeria in 
the same boat in which I sailed to Oran.

Dublin at Night. 


It was G. K. Chesterton, I think, who 
recommended us to stand on a hilltop and 
survey a new world by looking on the 
plain from between our legs. The other 
night I caught a glimpse of an unknown 
Dublin simply by walking home through 
the deserted streets very lata at night. 
There had been rain and the wind was 
rising. Very mysterious stretched the gleam 
ing ribbon of the road before me beneath 
a zibbous moon ; the tram lines pricked it 
out as with a plain broidery, and on either 
hand under the trees it was menacing and 
dark. The wind would drive the fallen 
leaves suddenly at my heel or drag them 
with harsh rustle across my path, till, a 
trifle apprehensively, I fell to the middle 
of the road and quickened my steps. 
Away from the trees on the main high- 
way the still, bright lights of the standards 
were yet insufficient to reveai ti.« scars on 
the houses, and the old Georgian and 
Victorian buildings won back their sedate 
solidity anc respectability. The street 
seemed as if it slept, and I fancied I could 
hear the motion of its breath. Here and 
there a window was lighted uv; the car by 
the kerb suggested the vigil of sickness ; 
or one could fancy that some student 
wooed knowledge in the still silence of the 
night. It is worth while once in a way to 
make such a pilgrimage; for one gets a 
sense of something immemorial about the 
city which is lost in the thresh and move- 
ment of the day.

Little wonder was it that 
that superb soldier of France, the late 
General Mangin, pipked the Foreign 
Legion out to fulfil the réle of storm 
troops to his army for the great and 
successful offensive which he Jaunched on 
the 8th August, 1918. It was during these 
operations that the Legion registered its 
eighth and ninth citations for gallantry. 
After the Armistice the Foreign Legion 
took up its winter quarters on the banks 
of. the Rhine, returning to garrison 
Algeria in 1919. Im 1925 it was destined 
to figure prominently in Morocco, where 
it bore the brunt of the fighting against 
the Riffs, incurring casualties reminiscent 
of the Great War. Here the Legion, com- 
posed of highly. trained and seasoned 
troops, furnished a necesary backbone to 
a yo French Army, which found itself 
op by an adversary possessed of the

ILLUSTRIOUS LEGIONARIES. 


The Foreign Legion has ever included 


some distinguished personages in its 
muster roll, and this was rsarticularly 
the case during the Great War. To a 
British lieutenant-colonel ‘Delongs the 
distinction of having been the most 
celebrated legionary. His career con- 
stitutes a record. Deprived of the 


command of his battalion during the 
retreat from Mons, he straightway en- 
listed in the Foreign Legion. Here he 
performed deeds of the greatest valour, 
for which he was rewarded with the Croix 
de Guerre avec Palme, and the highly 
coveted Médaille Militaire—a decoration 
which is strictly limited as an award for 
Field Marshals or other ranks 
severely wounded at the Battle 
Champagne, 
where he was reinstated in command of 
his old Battalion by the King for con- 
spicuous bravery whilst serving with the 
Foreign Legion. He was Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. F. Elkington, D.S.O., of the 
Royal Warwickshire Regiment. 

Many names illustrious in the military 
annals of France have figured from time 
to time in the roll of. the command-

De 
Malaret, having contracted a disease 
which culminated in facial disfigurement, 
was, at his own request, transformed to 
the Foreign Legion in Algeria. Here he 
rightly considered that he -would escape 
from the looks of sympathy, or of disgust, 
which his countenance drew from his old 
comrades of the Parisian garrison. De 
Malaret afterwards rose to command a 
battalion of the Legion. Under a 
scorching African sun he would ride on to 
the parade ground, wearing his long 
burnous with hood which completely en- 
shouded his features. Rarely did he 
speak except to utter a word of command 
or to order a punishment to a defaulter. 
When his military duties for the day were 
finished, he retired into the life of a com- 
plete recluse. 


_ Truly the record of the Foreign Legion 
is scarcely less heroic than that of 
Cesar’s Tenth Legion, which was said 
never to have been cast down by defeat 
because it knew that it had accomplished 
more than any other corps could have 
performed, and never to have been over- 
elated by victory because it knew that 


it thoroughly deserved any success which 


came its way,

surely right and fitting that thankful remem- 
brance should be made of these things at 
their annual Synod meeting. Of recent years 
one heard many complaints as to the hardness 
of the farmers’ lot, and his difficulty of 
making a livelihood out of the land, and, 
undoubtedly. during the last seven or eight 
years the farmers had a very hard time; 
but surely this year, at any rate, the farmer 
had reason to lift up his heart and take 
courage. Things were looking far brighter 
than they did. 

Since the last meeting they lost by death 
the Rev. Gordon Greer, Rector of White- 
courch; Mr. BR. W. Coates, of ‘Tankersley, 
and the Rev. Canon Evans, formerly In- 
nbe Ferns and Tombe, who had 
retired in 1927. ‘They missed that day two 
familiar figures—-Mr. W. Monk-Gibbou, who 
must have been a member of the Synod for 
at least fifty years, and was for twenty-eight 
years a member of the Diocesan Council, 
and while health permitted he was a most 
regular attendant at the meetings. He was 
now compelled by the infirmities of old age 
to send in his resignation, but they welcomed 
in his place his son, Mr. Acton Gibbon, who 
already served on the Ossory Synod Council, 
and would prove a worthy successor to his 
honoured father. (Applause.) Another link 
with the past was Major Colley Pounden, son 
of Mr. John Colley Pounden, who for twenty- 
seven years was lay Diocesan Secretary, and 
to whom the diocese owed so much. Major 
Pounden, who represented Glascarrig in that 
Synod, had resigned membership, as he had 
ceased to live in Ireland. They wished him 
and his family happiness and prosperity in 
their new home. (Applause.) 

ZEAL FOR MISSIONS. 

The report of the Diocesan Council. the 
President said, was, on the whole, satisfac- 
tory, although eight parishes were in arrears 
with assessments. Referring to the report of 
the Diocesan Board of Missions, he reminded 
the Synod that at the last General Synod 
a Missionary Council was formed for the 
purpose of following up the World Call by 
stimulating missionary zeal throughout the 
Church of Ireland; and at a conference held 
in Dublin last April certain suggestions were 
made towards this end. It was suggested 
that at various centres missionary schools 
should be held, where lectures could be de- 
livered by experts. and problems and diffi- 
culties discussed. The Dioceses cf Cork and 
Limerick had held a most successful school 
at, Killarney last spring. The Bishop of Cork 
had inspired him with the desire to hdld 
such a school for that united diocese at some 
suitable, pleasant spot, say, Rosslare or Cour- 
town Harbour. 

In the report of the Diocesan Board of 
Religious Bdubation one found that in the 
annual examination held last June, out of 686 
children examined 463 obtained first and 150 
second class prizes. That was a very satis- 
factory result. Fe 

“At the meeting of the Intoxicating 
Liquor Commission held in Dublin two weeks 
aco,” his Lordship said, “it was stated that 
the amount of drunkenness in Ireland had 
very considerably declined in recent years. 
lt was also stated that the causes of this 
decline were licensing restrictions and the 
high price of drink. There, surely, is another 
cause, besides these, for the decline of 
drunkenness in Ireland. It is 91 years now 
since that noble enthusiast Father Theobald 
Mathew began the crusade against drunken- 
ness which had such a marvellous effect upon 
the Irish people. Some of Father Mathews 
keenest supporters were Protestants, and ever 
since then the Churches vied with one 
another in their efforts to combat the awful 
curse which caused such poverty and 
decradation throughout the land. Surely, 
no little part of the increased sobriety in 
Ireland, for which we thank God, is due to 


the efforts of the Christian Churches.

CHRISTIAN RE-UNION. | 
There had been nothing more remarkable 
in the religious history of the past thirty 
years than the growth of the desire for 
Christian unity. More and more Christian 
people had come to fee] that the unhappy 
divisions which had split the Church of 
Jesus Christ were sinful and wrong. In 
1920 the Lambeth Conference, consisting of 
252 bishops, from every part of the world, 
made an appeal to all Christian people, urging 
them to face this question with prayer. The 
Lambeth appeal, undoubtedly, gave a great 
impetus to the cause of reunion. A further 
step was taken only a few weeks ago. On 
Wednesday, October 2nd, the two great 
Scottish Presbyterian Churches—the Estab- 
lished Church of Scotland and the United 
Free Church—formally united after 86 years 
The Archbishop of Canterbury 
was present on that great occasion to express 
sympathy with the Church on behalf of the 
Church of England, and he was glad to sav 
that the Church of Ireland was officially repre- 
sented in the person of the Bishop of Cashel. 
Even more important was the movement 
towards union in South India. The Church in 
South India and the. leading —Non- 
conformist bodies were considering a — 
which it was hoped would lead to union wit 
out, sacrificing vital principles of any of the 
parties concerned.

SUBURB. 


DEVELOPMENT ON THE 
NORTH SIDE, 


- 


An inquiry was held yesterday at the offices 
of the North Dublin Rural District Council, 
Cavendish Row, Dublin, by Mr. Nicholas 
O’Dwyer, Chief Engineering Inspector of the 
Local Government Department, into the pro- 
posal of the Council to construct a main 
drain on the Navan road, from the city 
boundary to the Ashtown cross roads, known 
as Kelly’s Corner. 

Mr. L. J. O'Neill, solicitor, represented 
the Council; Mr. Ignatius Rice, Law Agent, 
and Mr. M. Moynihan, Engineer, represented 
the City Corporation. 

There were also present Mr. G. D. Grey, 
engineer; Mr. 8. Fitzgibbon, Streets Depart- 
ment; Mr. R. Moore, assistant clerk, R.D.C. ; 
Mr. Frank Gibney, assistant engineer, R. D.C, 

Mr. James P. Conry, Clerk to the Council, 
gave evidence as to the adoption of the pro- 
posal by the Rural Council, the amount of 
the Council's liability, its borrowing powers, 
and the present rates. The cost of the 
scheme was estimated at £11,000, which 
would involve an increase of 34d. in the £ 
for the Srst year, decreasing year by year 
until the loan was repaid. 3 

Mr. Francis P. Russell, engineer to the 

Council, produced a map showing the line of 
the sewer. There were, he said, applications 
for building sites along the course of the 
proposed sewer. 
- In reply to Mr. Rice, Mr. Russell said that 
it was proposed to join the new sewer to the 
existing one on the Cabra road. There was 
also a culvert in the Phenix Park, which 
would be connected, and from which there 
would be an outfall into the Corporation 
sewers. As to a water supply to the new 
dwellings, that, he hoped, would be provided 
as soon as it was required. 

Mr. Patrick Baggot, a member of the 
Council, and a large land holder in the 
vicinity, and the originator of the scheme of 
the proposed sewer, said that he believed 
that it was absolutely necessary for the deve- 
lopment of the district. In recent years the 
Road Board had expended £36,000 on the 
Navan road which passed over the site of the 
scheme. He knew the work would cost him 
£5 10s. a year more in rates, but he thought 
it would be well worth it. There was much 
demand for building sites in tho district. 
Other ratepayers, he said, had signified their 
approval of the scheme. 
, Mr. Russell said that the present popula- 
tion of the area was 1,500. 

Other occupiers and owners of land in the 
district approved of the scheme. 

Mr. Rice said that the Corporation would 

help the scheme in every way. They would 
sup” 'y water, but they would not pay for the 
pipes. 
_ Mr. Moynihan said that the only difficulty 
fe Saw in the scheme was as to the sewerage 
outfall power at the Pigeon House, especially 
if, as was anticipated, Pembroke and Rath- 
mines districts were included in Greater 
Dublin. That, however, would be the subject 
of an agreement which would be arranged 
later on. 

The inquiry terminated.

CIVIL ENGINEER DECREED. 


Couneil brought an action against Vincent 
H. Murnaghan, C.E., Assistant County Sur- 
veyor, for tearing up part of a footpath 
made by the plaintiffs at the entrance to 
the defendant’s residence at Lisnamallard.

Transport Reform. 


The. second report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Transport, which was issued 
last night, contains several interesting 
features. Its recommendations are not 
intended to apply either to contract 
carriages, constructed to carry less than 
nine passengers, or to the London traffic 
area. The Commission proposes that Great 
Britain shall be divided into traffic areas, 
and that every one of these areas shall be 
controlled by three commissioners appointed 
by the Minister for Transport. Further 
recommendations are to the effect that 
these commissioners, within their respec- 


tive areas, shall examine the whole 
system of transport, and that licences 
shall be granted to them under 
certain conditions. At present no 


supervision is exercised over road trans- 
port companies, either in the matter of 
their time-tables or in respect of their 


fares. In view of the existing chaos the 
Commission suggests that no licences 
shall be issued unless satisfactory 
steps are taken by the companies 
to -comply with the needs of the 
public. Service, it holds, rather than 
competition, ought to be the watch- 


word of those who ply for hire on the 
roads. Doubt, however, appears to exist 
whether third party insurance ought, 
or ought not, to be extended to 
cover property. Several transport com- 
panies allege—and with justice—that 
their financial resources are sufficient 
to meet all reasonable claims; vet 
it is impossible to ignore “the fact that

The Drums of Arroyo. 


On the 28th October, 1811, a British 
force, under Lord Hill, defeated the 
French, under General Gerard, at 
Arroyo-dos- Molinos, in Estremadura. The 
soldiers who fought in the Peninsular 
War were fortunate in their historian. 
Napier’s rare gift for descriptive writing 
and his coloured imagery gave to regt- 
ments, known only by a number, an im- 
mortality denied in later wars to many 
units that possessed the initial advantage 
of a name. The name of the Border 
Regiment suggests an honourable service, 
but, thanks to Napier, the words, “ 34th 
Fodt,’’ conjure up a picture of Homeric 
combat. One hundred and eighteen years 
ago the 34th Foot-—now the 1st Battalion 
the Border Regiment—was ordered to 
storm the village of Arroyo-dos-Molinos. 
The attack reached its utmost objective, 
and the 34th Foot succeeded in capturing 
its opposite number—to wit, the 34th 
French Regiment. Among the spoils of 
war were the drums and the drum-major 5 
staff of the captured regiment. For this 
exploit the 34th Foot was accorded the 


battle honour of Arroyo-dos-Molinos, «1

When they have taken over the French 
drums they parade twice round the 
barrack square, led by a boy drum-major, 
who bears the captured staff. Those 
coremonies are more than. a pleasant 
survival.

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From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
, BELFAST, Tuesday. 

The annual mong & the Synod of the 
United Dioceses of Down and Connor and 
Dromore was held to-day in Belfast, under 
the presidency of the Bishop, Dr. Grierson. 

The problem of Church unity and the 
peculiar needs of Belfast. also came under 
review, and a special tribute was paid to the 
General Synod. 

At the outset Mr. Alfred E. Brett was ap- 

inted Hon. Lay Secretary to the Synod, 
in succession to the late Mr. W. A. Ferrar, 
J.P. Lord Justice Best was appanted a lay 
member of the Representative Body, in place 
of the late Mr. Ferrar 

The Bishop appointed the Lord Chief 
Justice of Northern Ireland as his Assessor. 

The Bishop; in the course of his address, 
said that since they last met he had held 
three Services in connection with the laying 
of the foundation stones of new churches, 
while the districts of Finaghy and Cregagh 
had already been set apart, and in due time 
would be created into parishes. Referring 
to the report of the Belfast Church Com- 
mission, he said that there were some points 
in jt to which he would call their special 
attention. : 

The report recommended that in all Belfast 
churches seats should be free. This he con- 
sidered to be a principle of great importance. 
The Church Extension Committee was acting 
upon it, and made no grants towards new 
churches unless the seats of those churches 
were to be free and unappropriated. It was 

ratifying to learn from the report that to- 

ay, of the thirty-eight parish churches in 
Belfast, only nine were now pew-rented. 

Secondly, the report drew attention to the 
great and pressing need that existed in 
several parishes for church institutes. - 

Referring to Church reunion, the Bishop 
said:—‘‘ It is no longer a matter in which a 
few well-meaning people have interesting 
opinions; it is the Seraing question of the 
Church of God to-day. The conferences held 
at ‘Lausanne, at Jerusalem, and elsewhere, 
attended by members of all branches of the 
Catholic Church (except the Church of Rome, 
which declined to participate) show that 
Christendom is at the present time inspired 
with a deep desire to heal the breaches of the 
Church. Im India, Persia and China the 
native Christians seem determined to unite; 
they refuse to be any longer hampered by 
an inheritance of our sad and unholy divi- 
sions. To them it is a matter of pressing 
urgency. It is also a question of deep con- 
corn to us at home.” 

“ Believe me,” he concluded, “a divided 
Church cannot successfully withstand the 
secular civilisation which is active and con- 
structive in the world to-day. There are more 
important things to fight than denominational 
differences. And so Í ask you to ‘pray for 
the peace of Jerusalem.’ '' 

Viscount Bangor, in moving the adoption 
of the report of the Diocesan Council, said 
that the report of the Church Extension Com- 
mittee, which had been dealing with Church 
accommodation in Belfast, was very encourag- 
ing. It mentioned, however, that the cond! 
tional grant of £50,000 from the General 
Synod was approaching low water, and that 
the £22,000 which had been collected by the 
Church Extension Committee in 1927 and 
1928 would hardly be sufficient to meet future 
requirements. That meant that the diocese 
would have to make a special effort. 

The report was adopted.

AIRMAN ‘KILLED’ IN 
FIRTH OF FORTH.

The British Air Ministry yesterday issued 
the following statement :— 

“ As the result of an accident in the Firth 
of Forth to a Hawker-Horsley machine of 
No. 36 (Torpedo-Bomber) aes Doni- 
bristle, Fife, on October 28, 1929, No. 270380 
A.C. 2, Robert Henry Wilson, an occupant 
of the aircraft was killed. The pilot, Lieu- 
tenant Alexander Harold James Howlett, 
was slightly injured.” 

Lieutenant owlett had brought the 
machine to Donibristle Aerodrome for exer- 
cises with the Fleet at present lying in the 
Firth. The aeroplane started to sweep over 
one of the battle cruisers at a low altitude, 
and several looping ‘‘ stunts’’ were carried 
out. A series of dives towards the surface 
of the water followed, and it was during one 
of these that the accident occurred. - 

The aeroplane passed over the sterm of a 
battle cruiser and suddenly started to glide 
towards the water. Witnesses gained the 
impression that the pilot was trying to lift 
the machine up again, but when only twenty 
feet above the water it suddenly dived and 
crashed. 

Immediately boats from ships in the vici- 
nity went to the rescue, but on reaching the 
wrecked aeroplane it was found that Wilson 
was dead, his skull barns been fractured, 
and that Lieutenant Howlett had received 
several facial injuries and was suffering from 


shock. He was removed to a nursing home 
in Dunfermline. 

Wilson, who was in his early twenties, 
belonged to Redcar, and arrived at Doni- 


bristle about a year ago.

THE CASE OF CORK CITY, 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., writes :— 

The time has comé to remind the citizens 
of Cork that the price of electricity in Cork 
in the future depends principally on the price 
paid and payable by the Cork consumers for 
current at the time at which the Electricity 
Supply Board takes over possession of the 
existing Electric Tramways and Lighting 
Company. 

The 1927 Electricity Act makes it obliga- 
tory on the Board to charge up to Cork dis 
trict all the costs of its own transformer area, 
and this will include, not merely the price at 
which the Tramways and Lighting Company 
is acquired, but that portion of the trans- 
mission lines, transformer stations, and dis- 
tribution mains of the Electricity Supply 
Board, which will constitute a reduplication 
of that system. - 

THE CORPORATION’S RIGHT. 

The City Charter, under which the existing 
comets operates, gives the Corporation the 
right, through the intervention of the Minis- 
ter of weer to ensure that the prices of 
current for lighting and power in the city 
shall be revised to ib the minimum which is 
right, having regard to all the existing cir- 
cumstances. On these prices will be calcu- 
lated the prine to be paid for the existing 
system, and to be debited to the Cork trans 
former area. : | 

Everything, as far as I know, that can be 
done by the Corporation has been done to set 
this machinery in operation, but, due to a 
defect, still unremedied, in the adaptation of 
the Enactments Act, it is contended that no 
person in the Free State has been constituted 
the “ Minister of Transport”; the existence 
and activity of this officer is the criticaj 
necessity of the case. 

The sands are running out: unless an active 
and determined public opinion can be made 
operative to put pressure on those responsible 
for this mistake, and capable of its remedy, 
Cork will wake up some fine morning to find 
itself saddled with an obligation which it 
ought not to have to undertake, and which 
it can, if it 1s determined, avoid. 

A SUGGESTION, 

When the demand for reduction in price of 
supply was made some months ago the direc- 
tors of the tramway company stigmatised it 
as “‘artificial,’’ and stated that Cork con- 
sumers were quite satisfied with their pré@sent 
charges, and precmedly satisfied (through 
the purchase of the undertaking by the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board on the basis of these 
prices) to be saddled in perpetuity with the 
present costs, plus their share of fhe Shannon 
undertaking capital and generating charges.

'That a new Road Trafhc Bill will be intro- 
duced in the British Parliament, in the near 
future is certain. The Automobile Assocta- 
tion has given careful. consideration to the 
various proposals made before the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords and, more 
recently, the Royal Commission on Transport. 
A summary of the various suggestions has 
been prepared by the Association and 
printed, with the Automobile Association's 
own criticisms and recommendations. Follow- 
ing is a summary of the recommendations 
made by the Association :— 

(1) Speed Limits—Speed limits for private 
motor cars and motor cycles make ho con- 
tribution to public safety, and should be 
repealed without further delay. 

(2) Dangerous Driving—(a) A person who 
is to be charged with dangerous driving 
shonld be notified either verbally at the time 
of the alleged offence or by post within a 
few days of the occurence. (b) In the 
absence of notification at the time, the formal 
notification through the post should be ac- 
companied by a statement showing when and 
where the offence was committed, with 
details of the occurrence upon which the 
charge is based. 

(3) Drank in Charge—Incapability of con- 
trol. whether due to drink drugs, when 
in charge of any type of vehicle, should be 
the subject of heavy penalties. 

(4) Compulsory Insurance—A_ close ex- 
amination of the details of any scheme of 
compulsory insurance is essential before anv 
definite view can be expressed by the 
Association. | 

(5) ““Jov-Riding ” (Unauthorised Use of 
Motor Vehicles)—It should be a definite of- 
fence punishable by heavy penalties for any 
person to drive or tamper with any vehicle 
without the authority of the owner. 

FITNESS FOR DRIVING. 

(6) Minimum Age [Limits for Drivyers—In 
fairness to all concerned, the raising of the 
qualifying age for drivers in any class must 
be justified by definite evidence to establish 
that there is an undue degree of carelessness 
or recklessness by persons within the pre- 
scribed ages. 

(7) Tests for Drivers—Every applicant for 
a driving licence should make a personal de- 
claration as to whether or not he is suffering 
from any physical disability which would 
render it dangerous for him to drive. 

(8) Pillion Riding—There is no justification 
for any arbitrary restriction of pillion riding. 

(9) Appeals—The appeal period of seven 
days should be increased to fourteen. 

(10) Production of Driving Licence—Pro- 
duction of licence to pclice authorities within 
three days of demand should be sufficient. 
(11) Mechanical Check on Speed—The re- 
striction of speed to a fixed limit hy mechani- 
cal means is impracticable and in some cir- 
i would increase the dangers of the 
road. 

(12) Registration Book—The 

Book should be abclished. 

(15) Lights for Animals—Persons in charge 
of cattle or other animals on the road after 
dark should display lights.

FARMING IN 1929, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—At the conclusion of every year the 
business man has 
accountant to agsist him in taking stock and 
drawing up a balance sheet for the year under 
review, is object in doing so is, of course, 
to discover if his. trading for the year has 
resulted in a profit or a loss; and, if the 
latter, he has to determine on his course of 
action for the ensuing year. Some of the 
questions that must be considered are costs 
of management, ‘overhead expenses, salaries, 
‘costs of production, markets, etc, Having 
gone into the various points mentioned and 
others, and having the advice of his account- 
ant, he will decide on some alterations or 
variations in his methods, Black, indeed, is 
his outlook when no alteration or retrench- 
ment is possible and when no fresh markets 
can be found for his product. Then he can 
look forward to calling a meeting of his 
creditors, or, if allowed, going on in a 
smaller way, with restricted credit—a poor 
outlook. 

This appears to be the position at which 
the farmer is rapidly arriving. As a banker, 
living in a good agricultural district in 
Northern Ireland, at one time regarded as 
among the most productive in the North, | 
am convinced that farming is a failure. I 
mean that it has ceased to provide even a 
fair return for capital outlay, and that there 
is no longer any certainty of marketing the 
crops, raised with such labour and care and 
in a never-ending struggle against weather 
conditions and steadily increasing foreigh 
competition, ai a fair profit. 

From an economic point of view farming 
is a iailure. Compare prices now with those 
in operation prior to the war, and what do 
we find? Oats and potatoes are practically 
at the same figures. Flax. where grown, has 
increased about 50 per cent. Cattle are up, 
say, 15 per cent. and pork 40 per cent. 
Against this we have to reckon that the 
Board of Trade figures show the cost of 
living at 64 per cent. over pre-war cost. 
Cost of labour is (including insurance) 50 per 
cent. higher. Feeding stuffs are up 50 to 
100 per cent. Taxes and cost of education 
have all .increased. Farms are in many 
cases selling at less than pre-war prices. 
Many of the larger farms are unsaleable. | 
know of several that were recently offered 
for sale and unsold, not a bid being received. 
Again, a farmer, with a family, has now 
small hope of being able to educate and keep 
them on the lanc or provide them with suit- 
able occupation in the ~ural districts. He 
must let them go to the towns or, more likely 
still, the Colonies or 'Jpited States, and in 
consequence ths cu: ~° is rapidly being 
depleted of the c!: who, in better times, 
provided the ‘one and substance of the 
country at large. Farms that were once 
fully cultivated are now in grass. Others 
are let, their owners having given up the 
struggle, glad to find anyone brave enough 
to take over. These speculators in land are 
having a sorry time in many cases, and we

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JOINT STOCK COMPANIES IN 
THE FREE STATE, 


TO THE KOITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS 

Srr,—The letter of “K.C.” in your issue 
of the 25th inst. is most interesting to one 
who has had to do with the inauguration of 
a few small limited companies. If I mav 
suggest from the practical side, it is that, 
when the various Acts are being codified, 
more consideration should be shown, in the 
way of reducing costs, to those who produce 
permanent revenue for the Government by 
the initiation of such enterprises.

A NGLICAN ORDERS 
“~ AND REUNION. 


ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN 
AT CAMBRIDGE.

The Archbishop of Dublin, preaching the 
University sermon in Great St. Marys 
Church, Cambridge, on Sunday, October 20th, 
took as his subject: *‘ Anglican Orders and 
Prospects of Reunion.”’ 

A HOPEFUL FACT. . 

In the course of his remarks, he said—One 
of the most hopeful facts in connection with 
the world-wide discussion of reunion ques- 
tions to-day is the atmosphere in which the 
debate is being carried on. It is an atmos- 
phere in which the facts of our divisions are 
taken for granted, and their lessons are 
studied objectively. It is recognised to the 
full that our divisions are lamentable; but 
the disposition of those engaged 1s rather to 
ask where their own particular communion 
needs to repent than where others do, and to 
oin in a common. endeavour to find an 
Csaarehie way to heal the wounds of the 
Visible Body of Christ, 

But for the Churches occupying a historic 
position, such as the Church of the Anglican 
Communion, the position is far from easy 
It was under the coercive pressure of Our 
Lord’s words—‘“ That they all may, be one, 
that the world may believe that Thou didst 
send Me’’—and not of human sentiment, that 
the Anglican Communion has acted, in seek- 
ing to abandon an isolation of many genera- 
tions. And yet, while it seeks to obey the 
will of Christ for visible unity among 
Christians, Anglicanism knows itself to be not 
a free agent, It regards itself as the local 
organ of the Apostolic and Catholic Church, 
and, as such, as bound by the traditional and 
inherited principles of the historic organisa- 
tion. 

But, on the other hand, what those 
principles are, the steadíast profession and 
upholding of which form for Anglicans the 
differentia of catholicity, as distinct from 
those which might be viewed as by com- 
parison open questions, has been definitely- 
laid down with general consent. The esse of 


historic Anglicanism would be finally 
compromised if it withdrew its witness 
to four fundamental principles—namely, 
the Holy Scriptures as the _ ultimate 
rule of’ faith; ‘the Faith, as. repre- 


sented by the Apostles’ Creed and the Nicene 
Creed; the two Sacraments ordained by 
Christ Himself duly administered; and the 
historic Episcopate locally adapted in the 
methods of its administration. These four 
points constitute the fina] residuum of 
Catholic principle, from which no abatement 
is.to be contemplated, if Anglicanism is to 
maintain consistency with its historic stand- 
point. 
THE FOURTH POINT. 

It is when we come to the fourth of these 
pillar-principles that divergence, not only of 
view, but also of principle, registers itself 
between us and very many of different com- 
munions who find themselves separated from 
the Anglicans by no irreconcilable difference 
in respect of the first three. If they admit 
the Anglican position, they seem to be taking 
away the ground from under the feet of al] 
those ministers of the Gospel who, in their 
respective Churches, have for many genera- 
tions witnessed for God, with manifest 
blessing upon their work. In the main, 
either they believe that the historic ministry 
may be transmitted through presbyters with 
equal validity as through bishops, or thoy 
believe that each congregation may properly 
set apart its own minister, in virtue of the 
contemporary power and gifts of the Holy 
shost. 

The Preface to the Ordinal. of the. Church 
of England, he pointed out, maintained onlv 
the existence, but not the existence all 
through the Church, of the three orders of 
the ministry from Apostolic times. Second, 
it propounds no theory of Holv Orders.

R101 READY TO FLY

SISTER SHIP’S TRIALS, 


The defect in one of the auxiliary enging 
used for starting the main power units for 
R101 has now been remedied, and the shif 
is ready to resume her trial flights im 
mediately when conditions are suitable.

Mr. Lynn, in opening the case, said that 
the summons was brought under Section 12 
of the Trades Union Act, 1871. It gave the

Edward Shelly, a trustee of the Workers 
Union, said that John Bohan was secretary, 
ot Na 5 Branch He produced certificate 
of rev stration of the Workers’ l'nion. Rule 
16 provided that a weekly return of income 
and expenditure should be forwarded to 
head office. Mr. Bohan Wad not done that. 
During the last three years in particular he 
had failed frequently to send in such weekly 


returns. On Saturday, September 28, 1929, 
Mr. Bohan was asked to give up possession 
of the books and papers. This was the day 


after Mr. Bohan had been dismissed.

Witness (continuing) said that Mr. Bohan 
declined to give up the books then, and the 
trustees had not got them since. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Molloy, witness said 
that he was elected as trustee three or four 
years ago. The last election was in 1926 or 
1927, 

in reply to the Justice, witness said that 
he could not remember the date when he was 
last made a trustee. 

At the discussion on Saturday, September 
28, there were present Mr. Larkin, another 
trustee, witness himself and other members. 

Patrick lord, another of the trustees, said 
that he was first elected in 1924 and again in 
1926 or 1927. Witness was present at the 
branch ofhce in High street on September 
28. Mr. Larkin told Mr. Bohan that the 
kxecutive had decided to dismiss him, and 
offered him an extra week’s pay in lieu of 
notice. Mr. Larkin then demanded posses- 
sion of the premises, books, accounts and 
moneys to the trustees of the union, 

Mr. Bohan asked—Who are the trustees’ 


‘Mr. Larkin (poimting to witness) said—He is 


one of them. Mr. Bohan said—‘‘I will not 
get off the premises. I am the tenant, and 
have charge of the whole place.’’ 


Mr. Bohan retused to countenance any 
ciaim for books, or premises, or anything 
else. 

Mr. Lynn—Did My Bohan mention a 
Sale?! 


Witness said that Mr. Larkin told Mr. 
Bohan that the safe was not to be interfered 
with. Mr. Bohan said that the money in the 
safe would not be interfered with. Mr. 
Larkin sent for the police—for Mr. Bohan, 


who ordered them all off the premises. As 
a trustee, witness had paid £57 10s. rent for 
the premises on that morning. He believed 
that payment of the cheque was stopped on 
the following morning.
